THE basic argument between the Heb- 
ron. settlers and the Military Gov- 
ernment is not over the kiosk which 
was torn down last week; nor is it over 
the withdrawal of the residence permits 
given to two of the settlers. (The third 
had apparently come to attend a wed- 
ding and remained in Hebron without 

ταν of every Jew wish- 


. a permit, 
ing to stay in the territories more than 


48 hours.) The crux of the problem 
js whether the settlérs are willing to 
abide by the terms of their agreement 
with the Minister of Defence and the 
Military Government, which governs 
their stay and activities in Hebron. 

After the settlers went.to Hebron 
on the eve of Passover and their short 
stay at the Park Hotel there, an ar- 
rangement was found whereby they 
were moved to the Military Government 
Headquarters. They have been living 
there ever since, as guests of the Mi- 
litary Government. They agreed to re- 
main within the compound, and plans 
were even laid to establish ‘a yeshiva on 
the site. 

Early in June, a delegation, headed 
Ὃν Rabbi Levinger, called on the Min- 
ister of Defence and asked his permis- 
gion to Set up several businesses in the 
city, among them a kosher restaurant, 
a (china plant and a stall for the sale 
of religious artifacts. Mr. Dayan re- 
jected their request to purchase land 
jn the town. The group then proceeded 
to erect a kiosk near the Tomb of the 
Patriarchs, in violation of the terms 
af their agreement with the Military 
Government. The act also undermined 
the confidence previously placed in 
them by the Defence Minister. 


When the settlers, supported by out- 
side political interests, refused to dis- 
mantle the kiosk, the Military Govern- 
ment had little choice but to remove 
the structure. And when they then 
refused to undertake to abide by their 
agreement in the future, their residence 
permits were revoked. 


Pending 2 Cabinet decision on carry- 
ing out these orders, the Mili Gov- 
ernment has again been in touch with 
the settlers, but they have given no in- 
dication so far that they are willing to 
be cooperative in the future, to recognize 
the Military Government's res 
ties in Hebron and comply wit 
ings. or in fact, do anything excep 
what they themselves see as desirable.

Jt is inconceivable that the Hebron 
settlers can be permitted to set an ex- 
ample of defying the Military Govern- 
ment, while relying on the protection 
of the army to bail them out of any

By rising above short range political 
considerations, and making its voice 
heard clearly in support of the Military 
Government, which has done such a re- 
markably successful job in the past 
year, the Government does not neces- 
sarily prejudge the case of Jewish 
settlement in the areas.

21 die in copter 
crash on way to

LOS ANGELES. — A giant commercial 
Sikorski helicopter carrying tourists to 
Disneyland crashed over a southern Los 
Anzeleg suburb yesterday and al 18 
passengers and three crew were reported 
to have been killed. A number of children 
were believed to have been on the air- 
craft. ᾿ 

The helicopter crashed and burned in 
a umall park in a middle-class Negro 
suburb. The crash was the sccond be- 
tween Loy Angeles Airport and the Dis- 
neyland amusement park within four 
montha. AT 23 people aboard were killed 
when a helicopter exploded and crashed 
16 Kilometres south of Los Angeles last

ABA, Biafra, — A new wave of Biafran refugees streamed into Aba in their 


thousands yesterday. Their arrival followed at least two days of heavy mortdr 
and artillery attacks by Nigerian Federal forcea on two towns to the south, 


Biafran officials said here. 


The boom of artillery, sometimes 


audible in this main commercial and ad-' 


ministrative centre of Biafra, added to 
the anxiety of the refugee-swollen po- 
pulation. 

The Biafran offictals said the two 
towns of Atwete and Uminagbal, ᾿ about 
halfway between Port Harcourt “where 
federal troops are in control, and Aba, 
were bombarded, causing people to flee 
the 48 kms. northwards to Aba. 

The reports said the mounting pres- 
sure by Nigerian forces in their assault 
on the Ibo tribal heartland had created 
35,000 new refugees. An official Biafran 
statement said state refugee agencies 
were fully committed evacuating  civi- 
Ifans fleeing from the artillery barrage. 
Many of them are said to be standing 
in open fields awaiting Government trans- 
port to take them further into the hin- 
terland. 

Earlier, Radio Biafra claimed that 
hundred of homes bad been destroyed and 
several people killed in the bombardment. 
Tt said a team from the refugee re- 
habilitation committee had embarked on 
a massive operation to evacUate the re- 
fugees. 3 

In Lagos, a Federal Army source denied 
these claims.

U.N. session put 
off till today 


UNITED NATIONS. (Reuter). — A Se- 
curity Council session scheduled yester- 
day on the Middle East problem was can- 
celled at the last minute and set for 
this afternoon (9 p.m. Israel time). 

Informed sources said delegates trying 
to work out a resolution for approval 
by the Council wanted a further 24 hours. 

These sources said there was αὶ good 
chance that a draft would be submitred to 
the 25-nation Council today and that it 
might even be approved at the same 
meeting. — : 

Western members are adamant in their 
opposition to references to or implications 
ot sanctions against Israel for its air 
attack on sabotage bases at e-Salt in any 
resolution to be adopted. 

The U.S., Britain, Denmark, Brazil] and 
Canada are prepared to condemn the Is- 
raeli action but cannot accept a resolution 
which refers to future raids as being a 
“threat to peace," informed sources sald. 

‘Western sources feel that any con- 
demnation of Israel for its air raid will 
have to be linked to a censure of all 
viglations of the cease-fire by either side. 


JARRING GOING BACK 


TO NICOSIA TODAY 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — The U.N, 
Middle East envoy, Dr. Gunnar Jarring, 
is scheduled to return to his headquar- 
ters in Nicosia today, a U.N. spokesman 
said yesterday. 

Dr. Jarring left U.N. Headquarters in 
New York last week for a meeting with 
Israel Foreign Minister Abba Eban in 
London and for a brief vacation in Swe-~ 
den. 


Ceausescu to 
Prague today 


BUCHAREST. — Rumanian Communist 
Party chief Nicolae Ceausescu said yester- 
day on the eve of lig trip to Prague, 
“There can be no justification for admit- 
ting in any way the use of armed forces 
for intervention in the internal affairs 
of any of the Warsaw Treaty member 
countries.” 

Mr, Ceausescu did not name Czecho- 
slovakia, but it was obvious he referred 
to the threat of intervention by the Soviet 
Unfon and other hard-line countries 
prior to the Bratislava summit. He made 
the speech before graduates of the Bu- 
charest Military School. It was reported 
by the Rumanian news agency Agerpres. 

Mr, Ceausescu said the Warsaw Pact 
alliance was designed to smash “any im- 
pertalist aggression” but that the settle- 
Ment of internal affairs belonged “ex- 
clusively to the parties and peoples” of 
each country of the ulliance.

At the Prime Minister's suggestion 
the motions were referred to Committee. 

Their presence in the town as a fait 
accompli was bad in itself, Mr. Eahkol 
gaid, But now we cannot tolerate their 
transforming this sort of behaviour into 
a technique. They pelthar requested | ee 
received ission to set up the kiosl 
near the Fomb of the Patriarchs. 

‘They: were asked by the Military Gov- 
ernment to remove the kiosk, and re- 
fused to do 50, ina demonstrative manner. 
The kiosk was finally demolished by sol- 
diers—an incident which does not redound 
to the credit of the settlers, the Govern- 
ment, the Knesset or anyone else. When

French pilots to boycott 
Algiers next Monday 


PABIS, — The pilots’ union of the French national airline, Air France, whose 
members comprise 90 per cent of the country's pilots, decided yesterday to 
boycott Algiers Airport from next Monday. This follows ἃ call by the Inter- 
national Airline Pilots’ Association, which is organizing the boycott in an at- 
tempt to exert pressure on Algeria to release the crew of the hijacked El A} 


airliner, “ 
The decision of the pilots will hit a 
dozen weekly flights to Algiers operated 


“py Air France. It was not immediately 


clear how the ban will affect French 


“pilots working for Air Algerie, which 


operates a further 13 flights to Algiers. 
All pilots of the Algerian Mne are French 
and belong to the national airline pilot's 
union. A spokesman of the union said st 
the French 
pilots — about 20 officers — who work for 
Air Algeria in the action. “Their contracts 
are with Air Algerie, and many have fa- 
milies out there.” It was open to these 
pilots to join the boycott if they’ wished, 
the spokesman said. 

Jt was reported here yesterday that the 
French boycott will come into effect only 
on Monday because under French law 
unions must give δὲ least three days’ 
notice of strike action. 

The decision of the French pilots was 
announced after a meeting between the 


,head of the union, the Director-General of 


Air France and the President of the In- 
ternational Federation of Airline Pilots’ 
Associations. 

Air France went as far as to announce 
yesterday that it will not accept any re- 
servations for its flights to Algeria from 
August 19. 

The president of the international asso- 
clation, Capt. Jan Bartelski, of Holland, 
said yesterday that “hijacking has be- 
come a sport and we must stop it. Sooner 
or Jater hijacking will result in the total 
erash of a plane, and we cannot let this 
happen." : 

A representative of the French union 
said that the pilots had postponed the 
decision to give the Algerian Government 
ἃ chance to release the prisoners “and 
avoid an embarrassing showdown." He 
added: “We do not want political ques- 
tions interfering in our professional prob- 
lems.” 

In Rome a spokesman of Alitalia, which 
has a weekly flight to Algiers, said that 
the service would run on schedule to- 
morrow, He could not confirm that next 
week's flight would depart on schedule. 
The Italian Asgaoclation of Commercial 
Pilots ordered all its members on Tuesday 
to stop flights to and from Algiers. 

In Zurich a Swissair spokesman said a 
final decision on whether to run a regular 
flight to Algiers scheduled for next Sa- 
turday would be taken later this week. 
The Swiss airline's pilots have already told 
the management they want to join the 
international boycott. 

The International Federation of Trans- 
port — with headquarters in London — 
which includes airport ground personnel 
among its membership — has already de- 
clared itself ready to cooperate with the 
international pilots in their boycott of 
Algeria. 

An Air France Caravelle made a regula 
flight to Algiers: early yesterday; ‘but a 
company spokesman said the airline was 
not defying the ban decided upon by the 
international association of pilots. “We are 
taking no side at all. We are waiting until

Al Kawmiyoun al Arab (the Arab Na- 
tionalist Movement) now has represen- 
tatives In the Iraq! Government, The 
Baghdad authorities werg further said to 
be coordinating activities with the na- 
ttonalist-controlied “Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine." This Front, which 
has gained support in Lraq after hijacking 
the El Al plane, is expected to have its 
own broadcasting station in Bagdad. 


GOING TO BAGHDAD 


Meanwhile the spokesman of the Fatah 
organization, Yasser Arafat ("Abu 
Amer"}, is expected in Baghdad this week- 
eud, Press reports said he would confer 
with Iragi President Ahmed Hasyan al 
Bakr. 

The new regime in Baghdad is appar- 
ently seeking to gain popular support by 
its emphasis on the Palestine issue. If

About 16U persons — including Mr. Con- 
stantine Loundroa, husband of Mrs. Helen 
Viachos, the newspaper publisher who es- 
caped from house arrest last September 
and fled abroad — are reported to have 
been arrested in a round-up of political op- 
ponents. Mr. Loundros, a former Greek 
naval commander and ex-editor of an 
Athens newspaper, way picked up at the 
same time as a retired general, George 
Koumanakos, and others. 

The Government declined to give: the 
exact number of arrests after the bomb 
attempt on the Premier, . 

Meanwhile the police were continuing to 
question a 30-year-old ¢x-commando officer, 
George Panagoulis, who is accused of the 
assassination attempt. An official spokes- 
man said the Investigation -— centring 
primarily on possible accomplices — was 
meeting no difficulties. “Panagoulis," he 
declared, “is not very brave.” 

Panagoullg has been deseribed by the 
Government as a deserter from the Greek 
army. Security officers said they were 
eager to know the “fascists of the right- 
wing acting from abroad,” said to have 
helped Panagoulls. 

The ex-commando was arrested shortly 
after the bomb exploded harmlessly on a 
rocky coastal road 48 kms. from Athens. 
Seconds earlier Mr. Papadopoulos had 
driven over the spot on his way from his 
villa to his office in Athens, The Premier 
was unhurt. 

Security guards who arrested the ex- 
commando said he was wearing only 
swimming truoks and had apparently in- 
tended to escape in a waiting launch.

Vietcong getting modern arms, 
Pentagon sources acknowledge

A U.S. Army publication said. “Much 
of this upgrading has occurred slowly

Herman Kabn, 3 weapons expert, re- 
ported in a recent magazine article that 
“extensive improvemeat” in enemy arms 
and equipment occurred in late 1967 and 
early January this year, just prior to the 
He termed this “a very 
substantial escalation by the Soviets, 
Chinese and North Victnamese.” 

Some Defence Department experts say 
the jmprovement In enemy weaponry has 
been a steady process over the past two 
or three years with no particular recent 
surge or sharp escalation, But all agree 
that the end result has been dramatic. 

What was once a motley enemy arsenal 
of World War I, home-made and captur- 
ed weapons have been largely replaced with 
Modern Communist-manufactured equip- 
ment, Now roughly all Vietcong main 
forces in the South are equipped with the 
modern Sis carbine or the Ak-47 assault 
rifle, The Ak-47 is considered roughly 
comparable to the U.S. M-16. - _ 

“Even the guerrilias in the. delta ‘have 
Ak-47a," one Pentagon official sald, “and 
they are the last to get the new equip- 
ment.” 


According to a quarterly publication of . 


the U.S. Army in Vietnam, the average 
North Vietnamese army battalion of 395 
men is allocated 127 Ak-47s and 244 SKs 
Carbines. It has 36 light machine guns. 

A South Vietnamese army. battalion of 
400 to 500 men may have 400 M-16s and 
60 light machine guns. A U.S. battalion 
of 700 men might have 580 M-16g and 
about 80 light machine guns. In each 
case, some members are assigned to mor- 
tars, communications and the like.

Except for artillery and air support — 
which are rather Jarge exceptions — de- 
fence officials rate North Vietnamese and 
Vietcong main force units as equal to 
U.S. troops in armament.

-ciding that avother all-out attack will 


cost them too dear and that anyhow 
Washington is ready to make concessions, 
they can tum to serious negotiations. 

‘The evidence that 1s available here can 
be interpreted to support either hypothesis, 
And all that a reporter can do at this 
stage is to describe the opposing argu- 
ments that are now to be heard in 
Saigon. 

The American military are the leading 
exponents of the theory that Hanoi is 
still bent on war. Thig week milftary 
spokesmen declared that they. expected a 
Major countrywide attack towards the end 
of the mouth. When questioned they in- 
sist that all their intelligence, from cap- 
tured documents to the interrogation re- 
ports of prisoners and defectors, points 
this way, let alone tha record infiltration 
of 30,000 North Vietnamese troops last 
month. 

But it fs not just the American military 
who deny that there has been any sig- 
nificant lull in the fighting as the North 
Vietnamese in Paris hinted for the firat 
time this week. Certainly the Vietcong 
and main force units are still avoiding 
contact, but Vietnamese military sources 
pointed out thig week that local Vietcong 


are causing Unusval trouble in areas round 
the capital that used to be relatively quiet. 


There is plenty of evidence that-the Viet- 
cong ere still trying to cut off the cities, 


above ali Saigon, from the countryside 
by sabotaging bridges and roads. 

And while the Vietcong are trying to 
strengthen their hold over the countyside, 
they are -wi g the Government's by 
Β nationwide programme of assassinations 
far greater than at any other period of 
the war. These are exactly the activitles 


διὰ down last Mareh by a meeting of 


the Central Office of South Vietnam 
(COSVN), the Vietcong High Command, 
which plotted the future course of the 
“general offensive and uprising.” 
. Giap’s theory. 
The so-called Sixth COSVN resolution 
at this meeting made it plain that 
such small-scale activities across the 
country were the necessary base from 
which the dramatic large-scale attacks 
were to be launched. And its overall mes- 
sage was to reaffirm the Giap thesis that 
one can only fight, and not negotiate. 
one’s way to true victory. 

There is no firm evidence yet that the 
relatively unproductive second Vietcong of- 
fensive of May and June has forced any 
Modification of this key: resolution. Hanoi's 
estimation of the military situation has 
all along been so different from the 
Americans’ — the Tet offensive would 
otherwise scarcely have been !aunched — 
that it is quite likely that it stiti remains 
far more optimistic than seems possible 


-When viewed from Saigon. 


Experts here believe that Hanol's confi- 
dence may still he bolstered by exagzgerat~ 


ed reports of battlefield successes, as weil 
as the certainty (not disputed by the 
American militury) that their soldiers’ ma- 
vale is far from eracking in spile of re- 
cenot high level defections. The arguments 
of those people here who helleve that 
there has been a significant lull in the 
fighting, or at least that the Communists 
may be on the briok of switching to 
serious negotiations, are bused More on 
scepticiam and intuition than indisputable 
fact. 

There is for a start a growing disincU- 
nation aniong correspondents — and in 
other more official quarters, both Viet- 
mamese and American — to accept the 
American Military’s figures on North Viet- 
namese infiltration. No one here has con- 
vincingly explained how the North Viet- 
namese managed in July to send over four 
times as many men south us in an 
average month a year ago, and this under 
far more concentrated bombing of the 
infiltration routes. 

It is very noticeable, too. how the 
AMerican conimand bas abandoned its old 
eaution over these estimates, and is now 
prepared even to predict the rate for a 
Month or two ahead. This has not gone 
unremarked by the South Vietnamese. One 
informed officer remarked this week: “The 
American generals scem busy trying to 
frighten the American public while we 
Vietnamese are quite happy to help in 
order to frighten the Chincse in Cholon.” 

The sceptics alsy differ with the official 
American view in their interpretation of 
certain known facts. Typical is the case 
of the two North Vietnamese divisions 
which withdrew some weeks ago across 
the border, The soldiers say they ure ob- 


viously resting and re-equipping before 
making another attack, The sceptics say 
there is no way Of knowing this. and 
that this might be an important step τὸς 
wards de-escilation. 

Then there is the ease of the COSVN 
Mecting that js known to have taken 
place in early July. American military 
spokesmen saw this as a council of war 
to work out plans for the next attack. 
But in the absence of any hard inteHl- 
gence on the meeting, some observerg 
suggest a different interpretation. 


Sobering conclusions 


They. point out that the Sixth COSVN 
Resolution was passed hefore President 
Johnson's March 31 speech and the agree- 
ment te talk in Paris. The July mescting, 
however, may have ciscussed these de- 
velopments as well as drawn some sober- 
ing conclusions fram the failure of the 
May-June offensive to dent significantly 
the Saigon Government. ᾿ 

There ἴα also the fotrizguing coincidence 
that the Vietcong and North Vietnamese 
troops were in pusitlon to launch a major 
attack at the very time that COSVN was 
deliberating, But that attack never came 
off and the troops later withdrew. 

Both σας at least agree that the next 
few weels should prove conclusively which 
interpretation is correct. For the moment 
only Hanols leaders know if the next 
stage of the war is ta be fought with bul- 
lets or words, and even they may not 
have completely niade up their minds. For 
hard-bitten revolutionaries, who believe 
they were tvicked the fast time they went 
to the negotiating tahle at Geneva in 
1964, it cannot be an easy decision. 


GERM WARFARE: CAN BAN WORK? 


᾿ LONDON (Ofns). — 
ANYONE who has followed the ing 
and outs of the disarmament debate 
for the past 23 years must feel even 
more cynical than ever about its out- 
come after the latest British proposal 
to outlaw germ warfare. This is not 
because the British proposals are neces- 
sarily: insincere — no civilised country 
wants to legitimise germ warfare — but 
because they can do nothing to affect 
the likelihood of germ warfare, one way 
or another. 


The proposals, made at Geneva August 
6, are for a convention to “han and pro- 
seribe the use for hostile purpeze of 
microbiological agents causing death or 
disease by infection in man, other ani- 
mals, or crops.” The salient facts about 
germ warfare are: 


(1) It is relatively cheap to employ 
—— Mediaeval armies simply planted 
plague intasted corpses among their ene- 

es. 


(2) It requires relatively simple produc- 
tlon techniques, open to the least tech- 
nologically-advanced countries.

Franco can’t afford to lose U.S. aid

MADRID. — 

ENERALISSIMO Francisco Franco 

will cut is military ties with the 
U.S. if he doesn’t get what he wants. 
This, at least, is what Spain's controlled 
press has hinted since the start of ne- 
gollationg to extend the bases agree- 
ments of 19523 which expire on Sep- 
tember 26, 

But a look at the Caudillo's 
suggests that he can ill-afford to do 50. 
Under the ald-for-bases deal, American 
Material and technical assistance has 
made possible the build-up and moderni- 
zation of the Spanish fieet. The pro- 
granime for further expansion and the 
costs involved are such that continuing 
American aid seems imperative. 

Fifteen years ago, Spain's Navy was 
Under-strength and well on the way to 
obsolescence. Since then, it has been 
beefed up by the transfer of 26 war- 
ships by the U.S. In addition, close to 
40 combat ships of the Spanish Navy 
have been modernized and equipped with 
up-to-date electromic gear, thanks in 
large part to American aid. 

Of the: 26 ships transferred to Spain 
19 were given under the grant aid pro- 
gramme. These are: ‘ 

— The former U.S.S. Achernar attack 
earszo vessel (12.800 tons full load) and

the former U.S.S. Noble attack transport 
(12,450 tongs full load). 

— 12 non-magnetic 
(new). 

— 3 tank-sarrying landing craft. 

— 2 patral vessels. 

Seven additional U.S. warships have 
been lent to the Spanish Navy. These 
are: 

— Five 2,100-ton Fletcher-class des- 
troyers. 

— The submarine Kraken. 

— The 16,000-ton helicopter-carrier 
Cabot. 

These ships are on loan for five-year 
periods renewable by common consent. 
Although the five destroyers and the 
submarine are on lean to Spain, the as- 
sumption here is that these ships, well 
along in years, will never be recalled 
and will stay in the Spanish Navy.. 

Whether this is true of the carrier 
Cabot, renamed Dedalo, which joined 
Franco's fleet last December, is not 
clear, American officials here wha pre- 
sumable know the answer are not say- 
ing. The Spanish Government paid the 
costs of de-mothballing and re-equipping 
the carrier. Presumably it would not have 
done so if it thought the Dedalo might 
be recalled by the U.S. five years from 
now, oF ever. 

Up to 1964, U.S. ald totalling 
$42,031,665 ald had been expended to 
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modernize 32 warships. The following 
were fitted out with new equipment and 
electronic gear: two submarines, nine 
subchasers, saven minesweepers, five cor- 
vettes, two frigates, two minelayers and 
five destroyers. 

In addition, $3.5m. was spent to equip 
Spanish yards with tools and technical 
devices for the modernization of Spain's 
warships. Since 1964, figures relating to 
American aid in building up the Spanish 
‘Nary have not been made available here. 

Two aspects of Spain's naval pro- 
gramme suggest continuing dependence 
on ‘Amerloaa’ assistance iz 

One ig 8 1966 agreement providing 
for the building in Spanish yards of 
five guided missile destroyers with ma- 
terial and technical assistance from the 
US. These ships will be copies of the 
Brooke-class guided-missile escort ships 
of the U.S. Navy. The first will not be 
ready for launching before 1972. 

Then, Spain faces the very high cost 
of yoaintainiug these sophisticated war- 
ships. According to 2 Spanish naval 
engineer, the expense of maintaining the 
five guided-missile destroyers will amount 
each year to half the cost of building 
one of these ships. In addition, the main- 
tenance and operating costs of the De- 
dalo are believed to be rather high. 

In addition, one Spanish-built destroy- 
er ig being modernized with American 
equipment and another two are scheduled 
to be. Spain has turned to France for 
the construction, in Spanish yards, of 
two Daphne-class submarines. 

Franco's Navy Minister gaid recently: 
“Let us not delude ourselves, Our air 
and aval forces are weak compared 
with those of the great powers, and of 
lesser powers too.” Stressing the need 
to etrengthen the Navy he said that 
while there is no Jand or alr threat 
on the Pyrenees frontier, “to our south 
and south-east ‘potentially hostile naval 
forces are present,” seemingly a reference 
to the Soviet fleet in the Mediterranean. 

Observers believe Franco igs so com- 
mitted to cooperation with the U.S. for 
strengthening his armed forces, parti- 
cularly the Navy, that severance of mi- 
Utary ties with the U.S. at this time 
is out of the question. 

Yet Spain 15 taking a hard line at 
the negotiating table, arguing that if 
the Spanish-American agreements are to 
be extended they must -be revised to 
give Spain a better deal. It is stressed 
here that the fact of Soviet penetration 
in the Mediterranean since last sum- 
mer's Middie East war hes boosted 
Spain's strategic value to the West, and 
at the same time exposed this country 
to new dangers. 

Excluded from Nato, Spain is demand- 
ing a full-scale defence treaty with the 
US., more military aid and exemptions 
from President Johnson's plan to stem 
the dolar flow abroad by curbing Amier- 
fcan capital investment in Europe. 

These demands come at a time when 
Washington is looking for ways to cut 
overseas expenditures. But Spain is con- 
fident that although the Pentagon may 
have lost Interest in the afr bases here, 
it is eager to retain its top-secret Po- 
laris submarine base at Rota.

In theory, perhaps. ἃ case could be 
Made that, by: signing the proposed cun~ 
vention nations would forgo the ability 
to threaten germ warfare against future 
political and military vpponents. If na- 
tions were realy given to making such 
threats, this would be a valid point. But, 
in fact, no nation has yet courted the 
international odium that would be at- 
tached ta making such a threat — and 
this odium will in no way be increased 
by a piece of paper formally enshrining it. 

At the same time, if a nation were 
truly in a desperate situatton, confronted 
by overwhelming odds, and ready to risk 
the death of its own nationals by germs 
indiscriminately released, no written con- 
vention would be likely to deter it. 

To some smaller nations, moreover, the 
British proposal must appear disin- 
genuous. For the characteristics described 
above make germ warfare pre-eminently 
8. “poor man’s weapon.” The larger na- 
tions, and particularly the nuclear ones, 
have quicker and more controllable ways 
of devastating their enemies. I¢ Britain 


wishes to ban germ warfare the sinaller 
nations May say, why does she not alao 
propose the banning of auclear weapons 
-- which can hardly be considered less 
terrible? 

In view of all this, the British Gov- 
ernment can hardly be surprised if its 
Geneva proposals ure seen, rightly or 
wrongly, by many as a device to counter 
the papulur protest recently made against 
microbiological and chemical warfare τὸς 
search in both Britain and the U.S. 

But this does not mean that the anti- 
gai and germ war campaign has been 
any more honest than the Government's 
manoeuvre ty counter it. The fact is that 
Britain and America have oo military 
interest in the development of offensive 
microbialogical capabilities. Excepting the 
arguable case of certain incapacitating 
and occasionally lethal gases, the one 
legitimate target of the protest campaign 
was the use of defoliants, with severe 
ecological consequences, in Vietnam. The 
British proposals, having noching. ta say. 
about chemical agents, incidentally over- 
look this. 

To sum up, the millions of words ut- 
tered, officially and unofficially, about 
germ warfare in the past two months 
have added nothing to a solution of the 
prohlem. On the contrary, by suggesting 
that a particular way of organised killing 
can be isolated from other ways, they 
have merely distracted attention from the 
problem which matters — how to create 
@ political environment in which the re- 
sort to mass murder of any kind is both 
punishable and Uanecessary.

Tempo to use new. 
‘non-return’ bottles, 
eliminate deposits

TEL AVIV. — Tempo is to start selling 
soft drinks In non-returnable bottles, 
the company's Managing Director, Mr. 
Moshe Bornstein, reported at a press con- 
ference this week. 

The new bottles, which come in nylon 
packs of slx bottles, weigh less and contain 
more than the old ones. The regular 
battle welghs 320 grams and contuins 200 
τις. of liquid, while the new one made of 
thinner glass, weighs unly 180 grams and 
containg 330 vc. 


Mr. Bornsteln said the new system 
makes It posalble to sell beverages without 
requiring return of Lhe battles and with 
ne rise in price. This is beeause all the 
labour needed te collect and wash the 
battles hus now been eliminated. The von- 
sumér now Koows that his bottle has 
mever been used before, and the shopkeeper 
no longer needs to keep stacks of “emp- 
Hes” in his store. 


Asked about the problem of Utter, Mr. 
Bornstein said “the ‘one-way’ bottles will 
Merely be jolning the sardine tins and 
other cans which are already overflooding 
the litter boxes.” 


Tempe employs 300 workers in four 
Plants in Holon and Yeruham, producing 
both the drinks and the bottles and acces- 
sorics. Recently the firm received ap order 
for 30 million “oo return” wine bottles 
froin the Isracli Wine Exporters’ Associa- 
tion, 

Asked by this reporter lf tne introduc- 
tion of Coca-Cola had had an impact on 
Tempo sales, Mr, Bornstein answered wit 
the following figures: In April, the month 
Coca-Cola was introduced, sales of Tempo 
were 76 per cent higher than in April last 
Year. and in July the comparative Increase 
was 94 per cent, 


World economic news 


URANTGM: A study of uranium re- 
sources In the world made by OECED's 
European Nuclear Energy Agency shows 
that assured reserves costing less than 
$30 a pound total 1,825,090 short tons. 

Almost 90 per cent is contained in 
four countries: Canada (430,000 tons), the 
‘U.S. (380,000 tons), South Africa (325,000 
tons) and Sweden (500,000 tons — but 
none of it in the cheapest category of 
less than $10 a pound). 

Smaller deposits of between 20,000 and 
50,000 tons exist In France, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal, Australia, Argentina, Morocco 
(where it is a by-product of phosphoric 
acid), and Niger. These figures do not 
include certain East European States, be- 
lieved to contain important uranium re- 
serves, 

Reseurch varrled out in Britaln shows 
that uranium can be extracted from sea- 
wuter. Total uranium content of the 
oceans is estimated at 4,000m. tons, and 
it may be possible to produce it for nu 
more than the above cost figure, ac- 
cording to the British Atomic Research Es- 
tablishment at Harwell. 


TOURISM: Italy has the greatest net 
foreign currency earnings from tourism 
tafter deducting what her nationals spend 
on travel abroad). Receipts totalled 
$1.424m. last year, and expenditure only 
$298m. Spain was a close second, with 
$1,127m. of earnings and a mere $78m. 
o£ expenditure. 

Greatest tourist income of any country 
was gained hy the U.S. ($1,646m.). Her 
residents spent double that sum, or 
$5,195m., on journeys in other lands. 

The only additional country whose 
earniogs exceed $1.000m. its France 
($1,042m.); but Frenchmen spent slightly 
more than that sbroad. or $1,097m. 

Biggest deficit country in Europe is West 
Germany, with $1,532m. of tourist expendi- 
ture and $871m. of receipts. Britain 1s get- 
ting clozer to balance. Her earnings 
were $652m., while expenditure declined 
from $832m. in 1966 to $763m. last year. 

All the Western countries together, in- 


cluding Japan, spent $10.8 billion and 
earned $9.9 billion, suggesting that most 
of their travel fs in other Western 
countries. 

FOREIGN AID: The total flow of 7- 
Ranclal resources (both public aid and 
private capital) from Western powers to 
the developing countries was $11.4 billion 
in 1967, an increase of 8 per cent over 
the year before. 

Half the money came from the U.S. 
($5.6 billion). Other big suppliers wereFrance 
($1,344m.1, West Germany ($1,143m.), 
Britain ($980m.) and Japan ($855m.). 

Taken as a proportion of the investing 
country’s resources, France was in the 
lead, supplying 164 per cent of her na- 
tional income, follawed by West Germany 
(1.26 per cent), Holland (1.24), Britain 
(1.1), Portugal (1.07), Belgium (1.01), Ja- 
Pan (0.95), Switzerland (0.93), Australia 
(0.88) and the United States (0.85). These 
figures should be compared with 
UNCTAD's target of 1 per cent. 


New -power plant

AVIV.—While work is proceedi 
on the construction of the Reading τὸ 
Power station in Tel Aviv, preparations 
are already being made to construct 
another station at Ashdod. Work may 
start next year, The Post is informed. 

Althougn Reading IV may be in opera- 
tion late in 1970, 17 work goes accord- 
ing to schedule, power consumption is 
expected to rise so rapidly that a further 
extension of generating capacity is con- 
sidered advisable if shortages in the 
early ‘70s are to be avoided. 

The new Ashdod power station will 
Probably be simiiar in size and output 
to Reading IV—it will have conventional 
generating units of 214,000 kw. each. 
Plans to shift to nuclear generating units 
have been shelved for the time being.

LITTLE AFFECTED BY CHANGE»

NE remarkable thing about the Dis- 

count Bank Investment Corporation 
is its stable profit record, little affected 
by general economic ups and downs. 
Between 1962-63 and 1967-63 its ratio 
of net current profits to average issued 
share capital fluctuated between 11 and 
18 per cent. The ratlo for the consoli- 
dated accounts was somewhat higher and 
remained since 1963-64 between 13.3 and 
14.2 per cent. At the same time the 
company expanded rapidly. Over the 
past five years its assets quadrupled 
(to IL200m.). 

In order to understand this performance 
one must take a closer look at the 
changing structure of DBIC’s assets. The 
dominent feature in thls respect has been 
the rapid growth of its financial re- 
sources. Over the past four years the 
company’s investment portfolio (including 
loans to affiliates) increased two thirds 
(to Ii45m.), while the amount of its 
debentures and deposits soared 17 times 
(to IL136m.}. The company’s reports in- 
clude but scanty details concerning these 
substantial funds, In respect of which 
DBIC acts more or less as a chosen 
instrument — one of a number of similar 
ones — of the Ministry of Finance. It is 
allowed to raise money in the tightly 
controlied institutional market by issuing 
linked debentures of tne types prevaleot 
In Israe] {repayable after flve or over 
17 years}, the proceeds of which are 
elther deposited with the Treasury or with 
the Discount Bank (the DBIC parent 
body) in order to be used for loans to 
industries, iocal authorities, etc. accord- 
ing to the Treasury's rulings. - 

What matters however is that ia line 
with the growing volume of these depo- 
sits DBIC’s marginal income from these 
transactions also increased. The published 
reports do not provide proper information 
about this profit because the item “inte- 
rest and other income” includes also com- 
missions, etc., earned on various financial 
- transactions, ag well as interest earned 
from loans to affiliates, Nevertheless, 
one may presume ‘hat this expansion 
hss been the main reason for the steady 
rise of the company's net income from 
interest and commission from TLi.12m. 
in 1964-65 to IL1.62m. in 3967-68. Four 
years ago this income accounted for 35 
per cent of DBIC'’s net current profit 
before tax. Last year it was already 49 
per cent. Doubtless this development has 
been a major factor in maintaining the 
company’s profit stability. 


Decline in income 


Yo bring this more into prominence 
one has to compare it with the develop- 
ment of DBIC’s dividend income. In the 
past four years it waz almost stationary.

More pronounced if this income is re- 
lated to the DBIC investment portfolio. 
In 1964-65 the gross income ratio was 
7.4 per cent, in 1987-68 only 6 per cent. 
The respective πρὶ figureg were 6.8 and 
4.8 per cent. Moreover, these figures do 
net take into account loans provided by 
DBIC to the companies in which it holds 
shares. These loans accounted for 4 per 
cent of DBIC's aggregate investments in 
1964-65, and for 20 per cent in 1967-68.

Chamber clarifies stand on 
proposed Fair Trade Bill

Sir, — In order to correct an erroneous 
impression and to answer implied crit!- 
elsms about the attitude of the Chambers 
of Commerce towards the Falr Trade Bill 
as drafted by the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry, may I repeat briefiy what 
was stated in our memorandum of May 
21, 1968, addressed to the Minister of 
Commerce and Industry, Mr. Zeev Sharef. 

11) The Chambers of Commerce have 
supported and continue to support the 
enactment of legislation on the subject of 
fair trade. Its aim should be to give 
guidance in general terms on the subject 
of fair trading practices, in order to pro- 
tect the interests of the public in the 
broadest sense, i.e, the consumer, the 
distributor and the manufacturer. Had 
the authoritles who drafted the Bill taken 
this approach, there is no doubt that the 
measure would have won our full sanc- 
tion. Instead they have produced an elabo- 
rate complex of administrative controls, 
which would be an Impediment to the 
efficient conduct of business, without con- 
tributing much to the achievement of fair 
trade. i 


(3) The protectlon of the public faterest 
should be handled by the existing courts 
of civil and criminal law, not by creating 
an entire apparatus of administrative re- 
ulations, together with a staff to apply 
them and special tribunals. 

(3) The draft Bill, not surprisingly, 
fails ta achieve its objective.

Captain dismissed on 


arbitrator’s decision 


HAIFA, — The work of Captaln EB. 
Perry, who for the past 15 years has 
berthed the tankers of the Electric Cor- 
poration and the Refineries, has been ter- 
minated, under the terms of the arbitra- 
tion, published on Friday. The arbitrator, 
Mr. Yona Yagol, of the Histadrut Execu- 
ἔνε, awarded Capt. Perry a sum of 
1L60,000.- compensation, two-thirds of 
which is to be paid by the IEC and the 
rest by the Refineries. 

Last month the Union calied a strike 
against the two companies, when they 
dismissed the captain on the grounds 
that they were not satisfied with his 
work, and claimed that he acted as a con- 
tractor, and not an employee, and was 
therefore not cotitled to Unioa protection 
or sevérance pay.

Committee recommends shift 
in State insurance policy

'SURANCE of State property should 
not be left with the State-owned 

Yuval company for good. Yuval should 
be entrusted with managing the Govern- 


ment’s self-insurance fund by a contract ᾿ 


allowing the Government to withdraw 
in case it is not satisfied with the way 
the fund is managed. 


This ia one of the recommendations 
submitted by the special committee on 
Yuval, appointed by the Minister of 
Finance. The committee, headed by Mr. 
Ephraim Ben-Artzl, found that Yuval 
charged the Government much too high 
a fee for managing its self-msurance 
fund. It also found that on top of charg- 
ing that fee Yuval retained the com- 
missions it received from re-insurers 
and co-insurers. As 2 result in 1986-67 
Yuval earned solely from managed fees, 
commissions and investments. while: it 
lost om proper insurance. . 

The committee is particularly critical 
of Yuval's tampering with insuring gua- 
rantees provided by building contractors 
engaged in public construction projects. 
In issuing these policies the company 
did not get adequate bonds from the 
coatractors, while it obtained. a partial 
guarantee for eventual losses from the 
Government. If the Government had been 
ready to re-msure this insurance, it

could have avoided the whole mess, the 
committee comments. 

As regards Yuval's losses on under- 
writing abroad. the committee comments 
that they would have been justified as 
initial expense of obtaining the spe~ 
ecialized know-how of this sophisticated 
branch of insurance. However, the com- 
pany engaged in this activity not directly 
but through an agent, and has therefore 
gained nothing for its losses. 

It 19 against this background that the 
committee recommended to seil the Yuval 
company to a group experienced in in- 
surance, which would pledge to engage 
also in business abroad, including under- 
writing, with an object of gradually in- 
creasing the business. 

In the wake of this recommendation 
ἃ special nrinisterial committee—headed 
by Mr. Yosef Saphir—has been set up 
expected to decide shortly about 
Yuval'’s ultimate fate. Linked with it is 
the fate of the Israel Re-Insurance Com- 
pany, which has also been tipped as a 
potential instrument for expanding this 
country’s insurance activities abroad, in 
particular in the field of re-insurance. 
Yuval has already blocked the proposal 
to increase the share capital of Israel 
Re-insurance—in which it holds 26 per 
cent—and is likely to dig in even more 
if It fs sold to a private group aiming 
at similar expension.

many sherds of Greek ret-and-bleck 
painted ware, including one with what ap- 
pears to be ἃ Homeric scene painted on it. 

Altogether three distinct Philistine lay- 
ergs have been found among the 20 phases 
of occupation left in the course of the 
city’s history, which is now “known” to 
have begun in about 2700 B.C.E. 

“While it is difficult to be certain of 
the exact size of the city, because erosion 
and the destruction caused by farmers 
hauling tel soil off to enrich their fields 
during the last century have blurred the 
outlines of what is left to us, we know 
that homes and public buildings and in- 
dustrial installations were spread over at 


now’ under citrus groves and sand dunes.

"20 LAYERS OF OCCUPATION 


The 20 layers of occupation rum from 
early Canaanite, through the various Phi- 
listine layers, interspersed with Egyptian 
and Jewish.-(Israelite), -followed by Per- 
slan, again Jewish (Hasmonean), Hellenic 
Greek, Herodian, Roman Byzantine, to 
Arab. The finds include scarabs from the 
time of Egypt's Rameses IL, generally 
assumed to he the Pharaoh of the Exodus, 
and some hitherto unknown scarabs; pot- 
tery of unknown origin found in the Is- 
raelite Jayer, resembling some of the pot- 
tery found at Lachich and Tel Farah; cult 
objects from different periods. The finds 
clearly prove that ancient Ashdod had a 
big pottery industry, and also big dyeing 
vats which used the well known “purple” 
(purpura) from the murex. Business do- 
cuments found at Ugarit (Ras Shamra), 
speak of large imports of dyed cloth from 
Ashdod. 


One interesting find is a piece of a Se- 


‘ meritan seal or charm, similar to one 


found at Caesarea, containing the Hebrew 
inscription Yiekor Adonai (may God re- 
member). Another ia a sherd from the 
Byzantine period showing, in very na- 
turalistic style, a rumning camel followed 
by 8. running horse. 

Ancient Ashdod appears to have under- 
gone three major destructions by Uzziah 
King of Judah (785-183 ΒΟ); Sargon 
1 of Assyria (712 B.C.E.); and Psamme- 
tichus of Egypt (650 B.C.E.). Some ruin 
was also apparently visited on the city 
by Nebuchadrezzar of Babylonie (587- 
586 B.C.E.), during his march of conquest 
in the course of which he destroyed the 
first Temple in Jerusalem. In any case, 
Nebuchadrezzar’s annals list the “King of 
Ashdod” among the prisoners he brought 
home with him. 

(Ashdod was one of the five Philistine 
“princely” cities, together with Ashkelon, 
Get, Gaza, and E&ron. Here stood the 
temple to Dagon, the chief Philistine deity, 
in which the Jews’ Ark of the Covenant 
was deposited after capturing it (I Sa- 
miuel - 5).)

In the same manner 
one could say Archimedes was an ig- 
moramus because he did not know the 
elementary facts of, say, molecular theory 
available to any high school student, yet 
biame hin for the atom bomb horrors 
because he did contribute to the begin~ 
nings of modern physics. 


Prof, Steiner blames “nationaiism and 
tribalism” for most of the ills of our 
time. There is a great deal of truth in 
this. But the ills of our age, even when 
they assume national forms, often stem 
from profound socia) causes that defy 
purely or mainly tribal causation. Is 
Polish anti-Semitism of today a vational- 
ist conflIct or a case of _ political 
scapegoating tailored to a specific social 
crisis of a regime? 7 

Let us imagine for a moment that the 


world has heeded the Professor's admo- 
nitions and all national and tribal dit-

‘Satisfactory, regular’ 
TV by mid-1969 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 
We shail be able ta launch regular Arabic and Hebrew television casts of 
a satisfactory standard before the second half of 1969. We are organized in 
such a way that we can start broadcasts of ἃ sort in 1968, the Minister without 
Portfolio, Mr, Yisrael Galili, said in the Knesset yesterday. In the meantime ex- 
perimental programmes will be screened four times a week. 


Summing up the dehate on the first read- 
ing of the anieadment to the Broadcasting 
-\uthority Law, which will glye the green 
light to TV, Mr. Galili pointed to the need 
to Jearn from other countries, 

One of the main jartors which delayed 
the start of the Arabic television service 
teas the lack of suitable personnel. Another 
factor was the unerpected discovery that 
therc are jewer TV sets in the vceupied 
ἄγειν. than had originally been thenght, 
the Minister admitted. 

The allotment of broadcasting time for 
each of the services, would be decided 
Pragmatically, but Hebrew would get 
somewhat more time than was orlginally 
envisaged, 

Challenging some critics, Mr. Galili said 
that competition between radio aod TV 
does oot always lead to improvement in 
the standards of a broadcasting service. 
but can lead to vulgarization. 

The bill passed the first reading with 
only Agudat Yisrael and Poale; Aguda op- 
posed. The New Conimunists, the Free 
Centre, and He‘olam Hazeh abstained. 


TV set imports 
direct from factory 


Television sets may in future be im- 
ported only direct from the factory. Deal- 
era who wish to take orders through 
agents abroad will not be given import 
permits, the Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry announced. = 

The Ministry spokesman explained that 
this way, Israell dealers would be in con- 
tact with the manufacturers and be as- 
sured of reliable service and a steady 
supply of spare parts. An importer will 
have te show thc Ministry an agreement 
with s manufacturer te obtain a licence.

KNESSET 
RISES

The Knesset concluded its third term 
yesterday and rose for the summer recess. 
A marathon fortnight of legislative and 
other parliamentary work had kept αὶ 
sitting for between 10 and 12 hours daily 
towards the end. The House reconvenes 
for its fourth and final term on October 21. 

Summing up the session, Knesset Speak- 
er Kadish Luz noted that the existence 
of the National Unity Government, con- 
trolling some 90 per cent of the House, 
had made debates somewhat freer than 
in the days when a small coalition ruled, 
faced by a large opposition. But now there 
was less of the tension of struggle, gen- 
erated by an opposition seeking to over- 
throw the Government legitimately, or sow 
discord among the coalition factions. There 
was less drama in the plenum now, and 
More in the faction meetings. 

“The press sometimes complains the ple- 
num is boring — but it is not the Knes- 
set's job to provide entertainment,” Mr. 
Luz said. There were plenty of interesting 
debates, like the omnes on schoo] reform, 
TV, the political situation and the work 
of the Ministries. 

A new trend in the third term was the 
formation of large parties due to mergers, 
and the multiplicity of small splinter- 
factions. The House now had two big 
factions —- Labour with 55 ΜΙ. and Ga- 
hal with 22; two medium-size factions — 
NRP. with 11 and Mapam with eight; 
and 12 more factions numbering 24 M.K.s 
between them, 


Law normalizes 
status of 
East Jerusalemites 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporter 

The Administrative and Legal Provi- 
sions Law, which is intended to normalize 
economic and civil life in East Jerusalem, 
passed its second and third readings in 
the Knesset yesterday without emend- 
ments. 

The main purpose of the bill is to 
eancel the application of the Absentees 
Property Law for all persons resident in 
Jerusalem on June 28, 1967, or who have 
Jegally returned to the city since and 
until the law is gazetted. The bill will 
eud the anomaly of a resident being 
automatically considered by Israell law 
as an absentee, even though he was living 
in his own house. In this respect, it was 
tallored to the express wishes of the in- 
habitants of East Jerusalem for their 
rights and activities. 

There is nothing in the Law affecting 
in any way the position of the East Je 
rusalem Moslem (Sha'ria) Courts, or even 
referring to them, contrary to earller 
Press reports. : 

One tnteresting innovation made in Com- 
mittee ts that the Prime Minister can 
exempt East Jerusalemites from the legal 
obligation of being Israeli citizens 
to qualify for civil service jobs. Another 
important feature is that all steps taken 
by the Custodian of Absentee Property 
with regard to property covered by the 
Jaw are declared nul] and void. This wipes 
the Abu Tor slate clean as regards the 
East Jerusalemites. 


Old City evacuees 
push loss claims

Iwo mukhtars representing over 100 
families of the former Moghrabi (Moors) 
quarter in the Old City, yeaterday hired 
an Israeli lawyer to secure compensation 
coming to them for personal effects lost 
when the quarter was demolished after 
the Six Day War. They were earlier com- 
pensated for the houses, which they had 
to vacate without notice. 

The lawyer, Mr. Gideon Yaffe, yester- 
day wrote Defence Minister Moshe Dayan 
and Mayor Kollek urging them to expe- 
dite compensation. The Post understands 
that Mr. Yaffe will try to avoid going to 
court because of the complex legal issues 
involved — the quarter was not a part of 
Israel when demolished. He told The Post 
last night that he hopes to achieve a sa- 
tlsfactory solution “through talks.” 

The Municipality is understood to be 
prepared to pay compensation and intend- 
ed to do so last month but for a shortage 
of cash. About IL100,000 is beli¢ved to 
be involved.

MIFAL HAPAYIS TO 


START NEW GAME

TEL AVIV. — Mifal Hapayis is launching 
ἃ new lottery on Sunday, Dr. Moshe Lan- 
dau, the director, told the press yester- 
day. Called “Lotto,” the new scheme will 
run currently with.the present one “and 
will not, according to our studies, decrease 
the sales of the present one.” 

The lottery 8 based on guessing six 
out of 39 numbers on a chart. Prizes are 
also awarded for getting five, four or 
three numbers right. The first prize will 
never be less than 175,000, and may be 
more. Each entry slip will cost five agorot,. 
with the maximum play possible by each 
one costing IL2. 

Special equipment, costing $150,000, has 
been acquired abroad, to eliminate any 
possibility of rigging the chart ‘after the 
winning numbers have been selected. 

“We expect to gross IL750,000 to ILim. 
a week,” Dr. Landau said. Half will be 
distributed in prizes.” 3 ᾿ 

Each ticket contains elght squares, each 
containing 39 numbers. Participants may 
fill im a8 Many squares as they wish (or 


even buy 85 many- more tickets-as-they 
want), paying fifty agora for each two 
squares they play.| Thus, if they play the 
entire ticket, they will pay IL2 when 
they submit it to the Mifal Hapayis' ven- 
dors. : 

“All the prize money will-be distributed 
the same week,” Dr. Landau added. “We 
will not bold over monies for the next 
week. If there is no first prize, then. the 
monies for this prize will be distributed 
among the other winners.” : 

The lottery will be beld every Tuesday 
with the results being announced on Wed- 
nesday, possibly late om Tuesday night. 

It ig hoped that the new lottery will 
boost Mifel Hapayis' declining income. The 
current Jottery grossed IL110m. in 1966/67, 
and only IL70m. ἴα 1967/68, “mainly - due 
to tension before the Six. Day War.” 

Since its inception, Mifal Hapayis has 
contributed 75-80 per cent of the cost of 
building 12,000 classrooms, has bullt 291 
clinics and helped to rebuild or renovate 
or construct 19 hospitals. 


Sasson suggests 
deferring elections
